Americans of whom we may all just-

DaytOU has been the home of the 
Wrights for many year*, although 

Wilbur, the older of the two bro- 
thers, was born near Millville, In- 
diana, April 18, IKi;;. Oiville, 
living brother, was born in Dayton,

WILLIAM STOKKtiBY. 

William Stokeley, the crack run- 
ner of the St. Christopher Club, led 
home a field of twenty- two har- 
riers In the weekly runs of the 
Mortiingside Athletls Club over its 
Harlem course of five miles, on 
October 20lh, 1918. 

Tn doing so he broke his former 
record made last week by 28 seconds 
His new mark is 25 minutes and 29 
seconds. 

This makes it the fourth suc- 
cessive win for Stokeley. How- 
ever, it was the first time he bad 
been exteuded, therefore that is 
why ho lowered the record made by 
himself only a week ago. 

Many of the readers of the 
Journal may not know who 
William Stokeley is, consequently 
a brief sketch of the crack runner 
may be of interest. 

William Stokeley is one of the 
chefs at the New York Institution 
( Fan wood ), and a good one too, as 
the boys like his cooking, therefore 
this is in his favor too. 

But William Stokeley was uot 
always a chef. When a little boy, 
he was employed as a hall boy at 
the aforesaid institution, and 
always performed his duties aatta- 
factorily. 

Later on he was made Butler to 
the late Principal Currier, this 
brought him in contact with the 
kitchen, and it was his wont to 
watch the chefs at work, aud many 
a time he assisted them. 

Like other mortals chefs sometimes 
are apt to take sick, and it so hap- 
pened that one of the chef's assis- 
tants found himself unable to report 
to his daily duties.iu the Institution 
kitchen. This was Stokoley's op- 
portunity, he volunteered to step in 
the absentee's place, was accepted, 
and from that day, which dates back 
about five or six years ago, he has 
made rapid progiess, and today he 
is one of the most trustworthy chefs 
the Institution ever had. 

Besides he is a master of the sign- 
language, as nearly all his leisure 
time he spent playing with the 
pupils. He la a good ball player, 
and has sometimes played on the 
Pan wood team. 

He is married and the happy 
father of two children. 

He has won numerous prises, as 
a member of the St. Christopher 
Athletic Club. The writer has lost 
all record Of the trophies and niedals 
that he has won, but they comprise 

quite a number, Indeed, 

He Is well liked by the boys at 
Kan wood, as he is always genial 
and cordial, but never boastful, 
therefore a fine fellow. 

Perhaps the most remarkable 
thing about William Stokeley is 
that he can put up such endurance 
In outdoor distance runs when it is 
known that he works in a kitchen, 
but perhaps this is because he leads 
elean living, does not drink or in- 
dulge In the weed In any form. 

Another thing is that he is « 
faithful in his training, as he is in 

his dutlee at the Institution. 

Lovers of the track and cinddr 
path, who aspire to succeed, can do 
no bettei than imitate the good 
habits and traits of Stokeley, the 
distance runner, who has made good.

Just uow she 
said there was a bottle of milk on 
floor and tried to grab it, she said 
she pulled the eoik out, and Chris 
spilled the cream, and that Alon bad 
some milk between his chin and tie, 
(the collar seeming to her to be 
milk).

His speechless atten- 
tion to the child had often been no- 
ticed by customers. 

Chief of Police John Tracy, of 
Paterson, communicating with the 
boy by sigu language, got from him 
the admission that he had accom- 
panied Anne when she left his fa- 
ther\s store at 9 o'clock Saturday 
night. On his ringers the mute spell- 
ed out the phrases "Quarreled with 
her," -She slapped my face" and "I 
tii rew a big stone at her." 

Later, when taken to Midland 
Park, the Police say the yonth oon- 
1 that he bad slain the girl 
with a cleaver. His statement was 
taken by Bergen County Prosecu- 
tor Thomas Huckins, through an 
interpreter. 

SEARCHERS FIND BODY. 
Search for Anne Deineina began 
late Saturday night. Her father, 
Duke Deineina learned that she had 
left James J. Thomson's candy store, 
but had not returned to her home, 
ban a block away. Shortly be- 
tore noon yesterday, Garrett and 
Royal Terhune, walking through an 
open field outside Midland Park, 
found a child's blood-stained apron. 
There was evidence that some- 
thing had been dragged from the 
spot. The two men followed the 
trail across Patterson Avenue, 
through a thicket and down the 
steep side of a deep gorge. Hidden 
behind the massive trunks of two 
oak trees and half covered with crim- 
son Autumn leaves, they found 
Anne's crumpled body. 

Yonng Thomson was known to 
be missing from his home, hot 
e was no clue to indicate the 
direction he had taken. Police 
Chief James llaniighan, of Glen 
IWk, N. J., within a quarter of the 
an hour arrived at the scene of the 
murder with "Witch," a German 
shoep dog, famous for her power to 
follow a blind trail. 

DOG LEADS TO BOY. 
The dog sniffed cautiously 
through the ravine, then bounded 
away toward Midland Park. With 
her nostrils close to the ground, she 
dashed through a tract of woodland, 
finally coming to a halt near the 
Midland Park Post Office on Goffle 
road. 

Here she lost the trail. But her 
uny intelligence had told the 
police all they wished to know.

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It will prove a great setback to 
the education of the deaf children of 
the States of Indiana and Ohio, 
to have their school buildings taken 
over by the Government at Wash- 
ington, for the benefit of returned 
soldiers. 

The school at Indianapolis is not 
used for hospital purposes, but to 
give vocational training to the war 
heroes. A great deal of helpful 
work in fitting soldiers for the duties 
of civil lift has already been done. 
This work has been both rapid andf 
effective. 

The Ohio Institution has been re- 
quisitioned for hospital purposes, and 
is pronounced by Army experts to 
be the most suitable of any of the 
buildings they have inspected. Its 
location and surroundings are unsur- 
passed for the convalescent soldiery 
that will be sent there for care and 
treatment. 

The adult deaf have clamored to 
get into the war as combatants. 
Their pleas to enter the service were 
either held up or denied. They 
consequently did the best they could 
by lending to the Government — by 
buying Liberty Bonds, War Saving 
Stamps and Thrift Stamps, and by 
working with the farm units to in- 
crease the production of the soil. 

The children of school age now 
sacrifice much of their educational 
advantages by a forced return to 
thtir homes. Their education will 
be carried on to a certain extent, 
but it will lose much of its effective- 
ness through the haphazard methods 
that must be resorted to. 

When the ' * piping times of peace' ' 
return, no one can say that the deaf 
have not done their share to help the 
war for liberty and enlightenment. 
They may not continue to be farmers 
and farmerettes in the future, but 
the pride and satisfaction of having 
"done their bit" for their country 
and civilization will be their greatest 
heritage.

William C. Argo died on Sunday, 
September the twenty-second, at 
the Peter Bent Britrham Hospital, 
Boston f of pneumonia, following 
Spanish influenza. 

Be was taken ill very suddenly 
and his brother, Mr. Robert Argo, 
who was at that time in Washing- 
ton, D. C, in government service, 
went at once to Boston and was with 
him when he passed away. 

The funeral was held in the Ad- 
ministiatiorr building of the School 
far the Deaf and the Blind on 
Thursday afternoon, September the 
twenty sixth, at half past three. 
Rev. John Y. Kwart conducted the 
service and the burial was at Kver- 
1 Cemetery, Colorado Springs. 

William was born at Danville, 
Ky. % November 6th, 1802, coming 
to Colorado Springs at two years of 
age. lie was graduated from the 
rado Springs High School in 
KM I, and entered Colorado College 
following autumn from which 
he was graduated with the degree 

of Bachelor of Arts in 1915, and 
admitted to tLe honorary 
scholarship fraternity, Phi 1 
pa. 

For the past few years he had 
been a student at the Harvard Medi- 
cal School and would have received 
his degree in only a few more 
months. He was enrolled an a 
member <>f the Uedioal Recurve 
pe and was impatiently waiting 
io take up additional government 
service whenever he should be need- 
ed. 

Re was *o young and had made 

i thorough preparation for a 

oroos, useful life, that it lealmoal 

impossible to rcalias he is not with 
us now. Of an intensely alert, ac 
live nature, it must be comforting 
to remelnber that, in his short life

How Arbor Hay I'lrMt Came 



When this country was new, 
there seemed to be no limit to the 
forest trees, but year after year the 
catti&g of them continued, until 
people began to think that perhaps 
a time would come when we should 
lack not only their beauty, but 
that there would result a scarcity of 
fuel and of building material 

Tre* b are of slow growth and when 
one is destroyed II is a matter of 
years before another can take its 
place. 

Nebraska was the first to lead off 
in trying to remedy this situation, 
and it was twenty-four years ago 
that she began to plant trees on a 
special day sot apart for that pur- 
pose. Since that day over 400,000, 
000 have been planted in that State 
by the children alone. 

Kansas next fell into lirre, and 
Pennsylvania and Indiana followed, 
until now most, of the States in the 
Union have a day for this ol 
vance and trees are planted all over 
the United States. The time varies 
with the location of the State; if it 
Is in the south the time, of course, 
is earlier than in the north. 

Beaidee this, the government has 
gone to work, and the great fn 
tracts that stiii exist in sonin p 
of the conn try are proteoted by law,

Nero, 

A dish of poisoned mush rooms 
proved fatal to the weak Claudius, 
emperor of Home, in 54 A.t>. It 
was prepared under the directions 
of his wjfe, Agrippina, who had 
prior to this tinm Seoarcd I lie throne 
for her son, Nero, by a preceding 
husband. 

This young prince, the grandson 
ol ( Jormadieus, for five years ruled 
with justice and clemency. He is 
even said, when duty required him 
to sign the death warrant of a felon, 
to have uttered regret that he had 
ever leai oed to wrh 

As Nero grew older, he began to 
show the kind of a man he really 
was. Be murdered his mother, 
Agrippina, who for his sake had be- 
come a murderess, began a life of 
crime to which history renders no 
equal; and the only fro Oder is, the 
people tolerated it so long. Their 
forbearance is explained by the 
liberal supply of food at the ex- 
pense of the state. As lorrg as they 
were well fed, they winked at evil 
doing of their emperors and even 
took part themselves. 

In the tenth year of his reign a 
conflagration destroyed the gr< 
pari of Rome, it was told that the 

emperor tired the city, ami enjoyed 
a view of the flames from a tower 
singing the Sack of Troy. To Shield 
himself, he charged the crime upon 
the Christians and began a persecu- 
tion which is t00 terrible to tell, 
Peter and Paul were among the 
martyrs. 

Tyranny, cruelty and extortion ,

When this conspi 
was detected, it led tO frcsfa murders, 
which Spared UOt the wisest and 
best men.

The ban on meetings during the 
month of October, caused try the 
epidemic, has made it difficult for 
us to obtain desired information for 
our letter, hence we can not give 
out some details at present. For 
the same reason we can not make 
reliable report of all the cases (tf 
sickness among the deaf. Happily, 
the epidemic seems to be on the 
wane, and we hope that it will not 

be long before normal conditions

October 26, 1918 — The tension 
caused by tbe announcement last 
week that the Ohio School for the 
Deaf was to be turned over to the 
U. S. Government as a hospital for 
the wounded soldiers from the over 
seas is still on, and naturally upsets 
every one connected with the school. 
There had been hopes that the re- 
cent victories of the Allies would 
soon cause the war to come to a stop, 
In that case there would be no need 
to evacuate the buildings. How- 
ever, the United States officers who 
have the matter in charge were to 
have been here Tuesday and to give 
their final decision. They failed to 
to come, so we were still left in the 
uncertainty. 

Wednesday afternoon a meeting 
of the teachers was held, and a list of 
cities, where day schools for the deaf 
exist ; also a list of cities having a 
number of deaf children, where 
rooms could be given up for their 
education were Riven. Cards were 
given to teachers, asking them to 
designate which of the four questions 
asked they would be willing to do.

These questions were given under 
the impression that the schools would 
be dismissed immediately, and to 
up the children's instruction 
until such a time as they could come 
back to the city and be housed In 
buildings provided for by the State.
